05 Mark 1 we read of their councel; in which, or 
eo which,moſt of the fore ſpecified Parties were afſenibled ard' 
gathered togtther 3 I cannot (I think no good:Chriſtian can) 
call it z8 fome of our Counſels have bren termed, Benedidum : 
bur erther Tudufium. Ir[anum, Sacrilcgamy ' or as indeed this was, 
and ſo tobe tiled of all others trom the begini1ing of the 
world to this day, Diabolicum. The Gounſel of Trent in cmpa« 
riſon of th's,was Drvinum: and uf it we may truly arid proper- 
ly apply, that P/al.1.r. it is the Cownjel of the Ungodly, the way of 
finners, and the ſeat of the Scornfall : and theretoure all good men 
mayſay as Facob,Gen. 4.9.5. Inftruments of cruelty are in their bands, 
or their Swords are Weapons ot violence; and may pray as he 
Cid, v.6. O my ſoul, come not thou into their ſecret, nnto their aſſem.. 
bly be not thou united, for in their anger they ſkew a Man, v.7, Curſed 
be their anger,' for it was fierce, and their wrath, for it was cruell ; T 
will divide them in Facob, and ſcatter them in Tſrael : and why may 
not all the People ſay, Amen ? for;though in rhis Counſel and 
Treaſon there were of ſeverall Sets and Fattions, as Phari. 
fees and Sadures, who were as opoſite as Lutheran and Calvi- 
niſt)ind Scr:b-s and Herodians who differed in many things, 
and hated each other. ; yet they all in this conſpire, and 
thence it is called in the worſt ſence, « Conffiracy 3 or as here, a 
Counſell to. betray to death Ch. their King. 

And yet that all may not appear alike guilty, let me adde, 
that thoagh there beno Acceffaries in Treaſon, or none more 
Traytours then uthers,in rc{pe& of its ordinary puniſhments: 
yet ſome are, & may juſtly be ſaid to:begreater 8 more guilt 
in-the'Treaſon then others, And to this I defire may be L wi 
that there being at this time bue three apparent profeſt Seas 
among the Jewes, into which, or ſome of which, all Jewes of 
what Authority, Place, or Office ſoeyer had cut and divided 
them ſelves, viz. Phariſees, Sadduces, and Efenes, (of which 
htter ſort happily Nicodemas- and: Foſeph of Arimathea might 
be.) Now as theſe I find not mentioned in the New Teſta- 
ment, fo: nor tobe Ators in this grand Rebellion, or Trea- 
ſon ; for,they were peaceable men : but as the Phariſees of the 
ewo ruling SeQts were the moſt numerous and potent, ſo were 
they the moſt forward and Ms” in the leading part,to tempt 
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and betrayChrifſt z yet the Sadduces,who denyed all Scripture 
that maJe againſt them. 2.The immortality of the Soul. 3.All 
punifhment for evil after death:theſe(and upon theſe grounds 
and cauſes I may ſuppoſe) were the moſt aftiveand cruell in 
hurrying the Lord of life to death,and killing Ch. their King. 

Beſides Officers and S:&s, there is a Faftion mentioned in 
this Treaſon, as diſtin& from all the former ; and they are in 
the Goſpel, called Herodians ; & theſe were flattering Cour- 
tiers, who varied and changed their Opinions with the over- 
ruling and ſwaying part ; & concerning theſe, and ſuch like, 
Chriſt gave that ſaving cautionary counſel, Mark, 8.15.Beware 
of the leaven of the Phariſees and Herodians;that is,of the contagi- 
ous Dorines of the former,and the Fox-like ſabriltics of the 
later.2.Of their leaven of doftrine,for it is, r. ſowre, 2.ſprea- 
ding, 3. tainting : and from their perſons, Math.23. a Generati- 
on of V ipers ; 1. multiplying, 2.infe&ious, 3. killing. 
There is farther mention of Samaritans, who were to the 
Jewes as Papiſt to Proteſtants, and branded by the Jewes as 
inhumane and bloody men * & though Ch, the King did all he 
poſitble could for theJews,& nothing at all for the Samaritans 
more then to pitty them, and not ſuffer them to be diftroyed, 
when ſome of his Diſciples ( like fiery zealots ) deſired it : yet 
theſe would not joyne in the bloody a@ with the more ſeem= 
ing holy Prcofeffors,but ſhall at laſt riſe up & condemne them. 

Bi't inſteed of thoſe you ſhall find, Luke 22-66. Tipeo817:;rov, 
word for word, the Preſbytery (for they led the way | and Mark 
I5eI. 3hov 7d ovid{cop, the whole Counfell of the profefling 
Jewes, they firtt or laſt have their hands in it. ButTI heare 
theſe Jewes Fobn 8. 3. boſting themſelves to be Abrabams ſeed, 
the Faithfall 3 and verſe 4.1. the Children of God : but here truth it 
ſelfe tells them what indeed they are,' notwithſtanding their 
vaine hypocrifie, and he faith, verſe 44. ye are of zenr Father the 
Devill, and the luis of your Father ye doe, whe was a Murderer from 
the beginning. | 

As the Perſons of the Traytors are not in this,or any other 
Texc,laid together ; ſo norin this erany other,is the manner 
expreſt how they enterprized,plotted, or proceeded in this des

26 4+ ovrsBe\evoayro, conſultaverunt, they ſaid among themſelves 
by conſultation. 3. They ſaid (apud ſe) among themſelves,(i.)

ſelves. They ſaid 4. let us joyn by an Aﬀociation, League and 
Govenant. .5. And then {venite) by a Combination let us riſe 
our ſelves, and raiſeall our Confederates. 6. (Ut occidamus) 
that we maykill him the Heir, Ch. the King :.In all which,we 
fee the Devil wrought, as with Fudas, he firſtentred into his 
heart, and poiſoned his thought ; and therefore againf this,

10.20. Curſe rot the King,no not in thy thought ; for if this once in.

I ſhall end this point with an Obſervation of that, Pſal.2.1. 
where the People are ſaid to imagine a vain thing: and then,v. 3. 
The Ralers finding 104, they took counſell againſt the Lords Anointed : 
and thoſe words Saint Peter As 4. 25. expounds and applies 
to the ſeditious plot of the Jews, of which ic is ſaid, the Son of 
man ſhall be betraid, as it followes. 

To the Gentiles,now,as @zzedÞF aps, in the Greek, and trado 
in the Latine,ſ{ignifie both to deliver up, and fo betray z ſo Chriſt 
the King in the Goſpels, is ſaid, in reſpe& of the perſons to 
whom, to be twice betrayed and delivered up.Saint Mark hath them 
borh in the 33. ver, of the 12. c5a2. where it is faid, the Son of 
man ſhall be delivered to the Prieſts,and Scribes,(their great Coun- 
cel) who ſhall condemn him.z and then to the Gentiles,tbe Souldiers and 
Conqu:rours who ſhall. mock and kill him. | 

And when Chriſt and the Evangeliſts call theſe Conquerors, 
Gentiles or Heathen, they ſpeak in the Jews a” - the 
reeks 
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| Greeks called all bat themſelves, Barbarians; ſotheſt filed all 
thoſe that were Aliens or Strangers from the Covenant, Hea- 


then or Gentiles. (SUC ot44bb, Fe: wh 
And further, all ſuch Alien-Heathen were in their account, 
and the language of the Goſpel, Sinners© ſo Mat.118. 17. and 
moreneely; and by application, Mark 14. 41+ The Son of . man 
d {0 Mat.26;45 » in both which 


ſhall be delivered up-to Sinners : and! 
places are underſtood theſe Raman Heathen. 

Now if thoſe Romans were ſo called Sinners and Heathen,be- 
caule ftrangers to the Covenant ; why may not Covenant-ta- 
kers and Covenant-breakers be much more held as Hiuchens 
and Sinners? fo that if a native Jew and Subje& had priteſted, 
yowed, ſworn and covenanted to prote& and defend the H@» 
nour and Perſon of Ch. his King, I conceive for failer and 
breach hereof, he might as well, - it not more.rifly be called; 
_ and ſo held an Heathen, and .a'Sinner, an Infidell, an Ahieft'$ 

then the Roman who never entred ſuch a Proteſtation and 
Covenant. Literally then I confefle by Gentiles are here in this 
place meant the Romans ſtrangers to Chriſt the King ; but alle- 
gorically and tropologically the Jews themſelves (being guil- 
ty of more than the Romans were) may very well be held as 
Gentiles, and therefore | will-hereatcer ſay without more dif- 
terencing them, be was betrayed,mocked and killed by Heathen Fews, 
And: yet before I paſſe upon the confounding their Ticles, 

. Who were fo clofely joyned in the Treaſon; I cannotbutin 
one thing yrefer the juſtice and ingenuity of theſe traiterous 
Jews, before the impudence and injuſtice of ſome other Trai- 
tours ; who ſtick not to att all the parts of Treaſon and cru- 
elty themſelves, and in their own perſons ; as to be Confpira. 
tors, Counſellours, Accuſers ; and after all, to appoint them 
(elves to be the Judges and Executioners of him whom they 
have betraid : whereas theſe Jews, though they durſt a& the 
former parts, yet they had ſo much wit or grace as to decline 
the latter ; and therefore when they had betraid and made him 
their King 3 faſt,they delivered him, Mat.20«19, As 21;11-to 
the Gentiles, the Romans; and that is to Pilat the Roman 
Governour, that he might a& that Jawlefſe part, which theme 
{:lves conteſt, it was not lawfull for them to do. 


And 
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And here now enters the ſecond a& of this direfull ſad Tra- 

edy, wherein Chriſt the King is mocked; and that by the 

ewiſh Heathen,and the Heathen Jews by ſeverall wayes z the 
Jewiſh Heathen they put a Crown of Thorns upon his Head, 
and a Reed in his hand for a Scepter ; they take off his own, 
and cloth him in Players Robes, and thus they mocked Ch. 
their King : but the Heathen Jews more ſcurrilouſly one while 
vote and declare him to be their King, Fobn 6.15. and ſoon after 
vote and declare nelumaus bunc regnare, Luke 19.14. we will have 
no more Addrefſes to Him ; and yer not long after this, they 
cry, Heſanua,blefſed be the King,Luke 19.3 8+ they declare to make 
Him « glorious King,and ay within few dayes after it,they vote 
and declare His death z for, ſo they fiercely cryed out, Crucifie 
crucifie bim, Luke 2321. 

I might adde a precedent,ſubtile,malicious piece of mockery 
invented and praQiſed upon Ch. their King ; for, they made 
him beleeve, Luke 13. 31. Herod was purpoſely ſet to kill bim 4 and 
therefore they in a ſeeming love and tender to his ſafety, per- 
ſwade him ſecretly to eſcape this danger,by a cloſe conveying 
himſelf to ſome retired place ; when all this while;theſe truſty 
Counſellours are thoſe Herodians who hunted him into their 
ner, thereby to take away his life : the former were ſcurrilaus 
and malicious,but this laſt a trecherous,bloody mock. 

We-read, Mat. 27. 27. that inſtead of a Royall train and 
Guard fitting ſuch a King, the common Souldiers, the rudeſt 
and the moſt barbarous of the people, | and of them a whole 
Band, they muſt ſeize uponand take him ;:.and to lead bim, 
whither-? noe to his Chamber. of prefence;but to the Common 
Hall, there to be tryed for his life. 

And inſtead of a Scepter of Gold, the Engine of Power and 
Rule; he ſhall have forced upon him a Scepter of a Reed,to be 
bowed, and bent by their. winde, and:to be broken in+pieces 
when they will. CR x7 "" 

Inſtead of a Crown ſet with Jewels, | Jewels of Prerogative 
beſeeming ſuch a King, they will plat a Crown of Thorns, 
-malice, diſgrace, and robbing him of all whicn of cight be- 
longed unto him. | - 

. But he was not onely _ as it follows,he was 6h; b 
| | way 
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fully uſed by them : and was not this a ſpightfull uſage to ſend 
out armed men to take their King by force ? rhe King faith'it 
is nolefle, Mat. 26.55. Te are come out as againſt a Thief with 
Swords, to take me. 

2. Was not this a ſpightfull uſage of a King,when they bunt- 
ed bim, as King David complained, like « Partridge, and flew 
him from dale to mountain, and from-mountain to dale, not 
ſuffering him to reſt, and not leaving him a ſafe hold wherein 
- to lay his head? for ſo Ch. the King complains, that they had 
caſt him into a condition worſe then that of Birds or four 
footed Beaſts : when he ſaith, Mat. $8. 20. The Foxes have holes, 
and the Birds of the ayre have neſts, but the Son of man bath not where 
to lay bis bead. 

3. And was it not a ſpightfull uſage of a King,to be led in- 
to the Common judgement Hall by a Band of rude Souldiers 
(who not long before had been attended by the Beſt, crying as

4. And was it not a ſpighttull uſage of a King (when he was 
in this Common Hall) to countenance, ſet on, and to hire 
the {cum of the people,or raſcality of the Souldiers,to call out 
for Juſtice and Execution ? when they cryed, Crucifie,crucifie bim, 
Luke 23.31. F | x 

5; Was ic not aſpightfull uſage of a King, when as he the 
King ſpeaks to them in milde and civil language ; as to Fadas, 
Mat. 26:50. Friend, or Sir ; but they to him, as Mat. 26.61.This 
Fellow (the Priſoners ? ) | 774 

6: Was it not a:ſpightfull uſage of a King,to carry him our 
to Golgotba,there to ſuffer in an open place, which was more fit 
for the baiting of Beafts, than'the decolling of a King ? 

7. And laftly,was.it not a ſpightfull uſage of a King,not to 
afford him a Sepulchre, or place of Buriall, but he muſt be be- 
holding even for this:te another man ?' and yer thus ſpight- 
fully was Cb. the King uſed. | LEE 

My heart bleeds to think of their mockings, and ſpightfull 
uſage of their moſt bleſſed King; and will leave them co be en- 
larged by cur own Medications : and for a brief cloſe of this 
ſcene,ſhall onely ſay,that as a King may,ſo this King was kil- 
led by theſe Jaws Gifors he was ſlain or pur to death;and 24 
Davi 
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David ſhews how,when he faith,P/al.g5 21,8 Pſal59.7; Fheir. 
tongmes are Swords 3 and Pjal. 140. 3. ' They are poyſon of Serpents ; 
Killers all theſe : fo that calumny ard {lander,if it be not the 
firſt degree, ic is a ſtep I am ſareto kill a King ; and here with 
theſe Weapons they firſt ſet upon Ch, the King, calling him 
Samaritan, John 4. Perverter of the Laws, Deceiver, &c. 

And fpit on. A man may be {id figuratively to be ſpit on, when 
byDeclarations,Remonſtrances,Pamphlets,or ſcurrilous terms 
he is reproachfully and uncivilly entertained : and ſo Ch. the 
King was ſhamefully, and moſt unjuſtly ſpit upon, when they 
proclaimed him a Deceiver(of a truſt) Fobn 19.29. a Traitor by 
perverting the People,and drawing them to d:ſtrufion : and in this 
ſenſe they mighe truly be ſaid to ſpit upon Ch. the King. 

But, not onely this they did, which was too much ; and 
more dangerous then what was after done by the Souldiers, 
who did vomit out their excrementious froth upon him : of. 
whom [I may repeat a paſſionate expoſtulation, or holy indig- 
nation once uſed by a Preacher on this occaſion 3 What rheu- 
matick Raskals (ſaid he) were theſe Souldiers ? for, had they, 
or could they finde no place to diſgorge the ſcum of their ul. 
' cerous langs,but on the Anointed of the Lord? All that I can: 
fay:for theſe is, they were not onely Souldiers, but barbarous 
Heathens that did this : and yet if report be true, there hath 
not wanted even among ſuch as profefſe themſelves Chriſtians, 
ſuch a Souldier who hath done the like to his King; and if 
any ſuch were, let him repent in time, left God in juſtice ſpue 
him out of his mouth, as it is ſaid, Apoc. 3..16. or that he ſpic 
not, and pour out (to the dregs) the full vials of his wrath 
and indignation upon him, and all ſuch as have mocked, 
ſpightfully entreated, and ſpit upon Ch. the King. 

In the 20.o0t S. Fobn v.5.we read that when Pilat,a ſtranger an 
Heathen, & an Idolater, had ſeen and preſented the King thus 
ſpightfully entreated, he ſaid to the blood thirſty, miſcreant 
Jews, Behold the Man : as if he had ſaid, See how diſgracefully 
. and wickedly you have uſed him already;and theretore if you 

have any ſpark of manhood left in yousf -r hamaniry ſake pr = 
ceed no further,but behold him as an objeR of all pity,a delers 
Cs AE. man:bur the fight of this 
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man which weuldhave melted the eyes of a ſavage Tiger into 
water,hardens them as rocks, and prompts them on to the in« 
creaſe of his miſery, and their own villany 3: for ſeeing him 
even then, and ſo miſerable, then they ſay, as Mate2 1, Come ler 
us without delay (not granting time,or reprieve) let ws kill bim:- 
for ſo it follows in the ſtory in the Text, They ſhall kill bim.- 

But before we enter upon this bloody aR, ic will be proper 
and pertinent to the whole,. to ſet down the ſeverall grounds 
and cauſes, moving theſe Traitours thereunto'; which we 
ſhall cleerly 'colle& and exprefle as we finde them ſtoried in 
the Goſpels. 

And theſe were either pretended, ſuch as themſelves fained, 
and held forth as cauſes : or ſuch as were really and truly the 
motives and cauſes of this their killing Ch. the King. Now the 
_ cauſes pretended we finde to be ; Ficſt,that which is generally 
uſed in raiſing the People into a Rebellion, the Innovation, 
Alteration or deftru&ion of Religion': and with this,theJews 
cloſely charged him,Mat.5.17.where Chriſt himfelf by way of 
Anſwrr,Gaich-Think (or ſay) not,that I am come to deſtroy tbe Law, 
or the Prophets 3 I am not come to defFroy, but to fulfill : and in that 
Chapt. he inftanceth and proves, that they by-their own Expo=- 
fictions and Traditions, were the Innovators : and himlelf the 
keeper of the Law of Moſes and of the Prophets. 

And after this, when they thought him too ftri& in the 
point of reverence in the Temple, in that he drove out the 
Prophaners thereof, Mat. 21. 12. (which they conceived was 
lawfull for them.to do) No, faith he,for God himſelf ſaith of 
this materiall Temple or Church, My beuſe ſþall be called an bouſe 
of Prayer, but | You] you bave made it a den of Theeves,.ar a ſtable, 
and place for theft and prophanation. 

2.. They charge him often, and with loud outcryes, that in 
the matter of Sabbath» keeping, he 'is too looſe; anda propha=- 
ner thereof :: to which he Anſwers, that themſelves are (in 
this) Jewiſhly ſuperſtitious, and not he the prophaner ; for, 
- ſaith he, Mark 2.27, The Sabbath is made for man ; that is,for the 
preſervation of man : by neceſſary aftions and recreations 
conducing to his life and health on that day. Be: 

3. They cloſely charge hin-with abridging them the _ Ry

of Divorces upon any canſe,which £ 


hey ſaid was granted them by 
Moſes, Math. 5. and Matth. 19+ No (faith he) it 3s not T, but you that 
alter the Law in this : for Math. 5. 32+ whoſoever ſhall put away his 
Wife, (aving for the cauſe of Fornication, cauſeth ber to commit Adul- 
tery -- but to this whole charge he gives one general anſwer, 
wherein he ſhewes that they were Innovators, for, ſaith he, 
Mat. 19.8, What ye now teach and profeſſe, was not from th& beginning: 
but ye by for[aking the old good bp rg" and by following 
the traditions and expolitions taken up from your latter Rab< 
bins, you (Mat-15+3,6+) bave made the commandement of God of none 
effeft 3 and thereby, v. 9. you teach for Dorines the commandements 
of men : and Jobn 7. 19. Moſes did give you the ( ancient good ) 
Law, (which you would wreſft and force againſt me) yet none of 
you keepeth the Law. | 


A ſecond general pretended charge th which they pro- 


ceed to his condemnation, is expreſt, Fobn 1 1. 49. If we let bim 
alone, all men will believe on him, (and adhere to him againſt us) 
and ſo we may looſe our place and Nation 3 where we ſee plainly, 
that ſalus Populi, the ſafety and-liberty of the People is their 
maine pretended cauſe : which cauſe hath no other ground or 
bottame, but that which themſelves created for their owne 
wicked ends, to wit, ſome feares and jealoufies, that if we let 
Him alone the Nation wilt be deſtroyed : and hereupon from this 
charge grounded upon their owne diſguiſed and counterfeic 
fears, the whole Councel gives ſentence, it s expedient that be 
(the one Man) die for the People, v. 50. To which I may reply 
as M.#.Sedwicke one of the Armies Prophets,in his Faſtice »p- 
on-the Army, p.5. Oye Fewes, ye miſerably abuſe this Maxime, and 
the People too, like a company of Deceivers and Mountebanks, who talke 
of curing, ſaving, delivering, while that they doe but wafte, fpoyle, and 
doſtroy the People,arnd res. all zour ſwelling words are but as the at- 
tire of an Harlot, whereby 6s you-make your ſelves more vendible, [0 you 
make your ſelves more abominable. 

A third general pretended charge againſt him, we finde, 
Mark 15, 2. He calls himſelf King, and he that is ſo, can be no 
friend to Ceſar, that is,to the Conquerour :and we( Fobn 19.) 
are reſolved and profefle, that.we will bave no other King (here- 
after) but the Conquerour Ceſar. 

C 3 Will 
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Will you now that I ſum up the whole charge of theſe Jews 
againſt Ch, the King ? 

Why the firſt part is, That be is a Tyrant, in that he hath en- 
deavoured to change and deſtroy our Laws, thereby robbing 
us of our Liberty ; which he traverſed and denyed, Mzt.5.19. 
 Theſecond charge is, He is a Traitor and an Enemy to the 

State: for, Lxke 23. 3. be perverteth the Nation, and that two 
wayes : 1. By forbidding tribute and power of Governing to 
the Conquerour : 2. By calling himſelf their King. 

The third charge is, that his courſe tends to the deftruion 
and murder of the People, which is implied in thoſe words, 
Fobn 11. We muſt not let bim live, but kill bim ft the Nation periſh. 

Pardon, I pray, this one ſhort digreſſion, while I become a 
Rehearſer of what the Armies Remembrancer ' hath borrowed 
from Maſter Sedgwick (whom he cals the Armies Juftice) Theſe 
men are Jyafoxu, Devils, exquiſite Accuſers ; and ſuch wicked 
Spirits are now abroad,like choſe, Ezek.21.32-5raitiſh men,skjls 
full to d:ftroy : Bruitiſh,not ſparing the holieſt nor honourableſt 
things, Kings,Lords,Minitters,Scripture, Ordinances,Oathes, 
they lay all waſte;and yet in the greateft bruitiſhneffe. And yet 
though'there be the moſt ſenſuall & beaftly confufion,yet they 
will do ic artificially, skilfully, ſaying, all is for Gad, jaſtice, 
Religion ; and that they do it by the power of Chrift, andthe 
power of God in Religion : and ſee (faith he) how old ftudi. 
ed Profeflois of Religion,when once their conſciences are de- 
filed,8 they begin to tradein the world with a pretence that ic 
is for God,they are ſo cunning that no bond of honeſty or faith 
can hold them 3 and there can be no ſuch compleat and've 
knaves as a Jeſuit and a Phariſee : and how cloſe theſe ed of 
come home to theſe Layers of this charge, judge ye ; for they 
who are the only breakers of the Law,accuſe Him for deftroy- 
ing the Law, and thereupon his c_ is to bea Tyrant ; they 
have perverted the Nation, and ſlaughtered the People, whereby they 
incur the name and guilt of Traitors and Murderers,Mat.22. and 
Luke 7. 52. and yet they charge him to be the Traitor, Enemy: 
ro the State, and Murderer : but let this be remembred, what 
there fals from them, Jobn 11.

And the generall leading cauſe is in one word,that they are Hy- 
pocrites, a Generation of Vipers, Sons of Belial, Children (indeed) 
of the Devil; for ſo Ch. told them, Fobn 8. 44. Te are of your 
Father the Devil ; be was a Murderer from the beginning, andthe 
lufts and the works of your Father ye will do : and therefore 
from ſuch a viperous generation and Deviliſh brood, what can 

be expeCted lefle then murder # 
And from this ſource,ſee another cauſe bubling,as it were ; 


for, when they perceivedand found that be fpake as never man did, 


Fobn 7446. Secondly , That be did all things well, Mark 7.37. yea, 
wonderfully wel, Fobn 11.45. and that by theſe meanes the peo- 
ple loved, believed, and adhered to bim Fobn 11. 48. which chey 
by no means whould have had the People percived or dcne : 
theſe rare endowments and vertues, like the glorious rayes of 
the Sun upon putrified matter, work and beget the poyſonous 
Brats of envie,batred,and malice ; and thereupon, and therefore, 


as it is, Mat.27.18. Mark 15.10. for envy they delivered (or be. 


trayed) bim to death. 

A 34 reall cauſe,that although they knew by experience that 
Ch.the King in his life was fo tender and meek,that he ſftadied 
the faving of all that would nor wilfully periſh?and fo patient 
and mercifull at his death,that he forgave and prayed even for 
his Murderers : yet the guilt of their hate, malice,and murder 
againſt him was of ſo deep a ſtain that they could not,that they 
world not beleeve either ; and therefore as their elder Brother 
Cainezthey crying out,Our ſinnes are greater then be can forgive us : 
can'ftnde no other way to (ave or ſecure themſelves but by 
his death, and this is a real maine caufe why theſe Bloudy 
Jewes:did kill Ch. the King, 

A fourth ral cauſe may be concetved,that he was their King, 
not by their ele&ion and free will, bur by the Title of OW :

ter, yea, the whole Counſell, he will not ſuffer or endure this, 
but will take away our places, our uſurpt power and authori- 
tics : and therefore in the next verſe 49. Te know nothing at all :

dye : their fear of lofle is the firſt immediate reall cauſe of their 
killing Ch. the King. 

The ſecond and laft immediate fundamentall cauſe of his 
death is, their defire and hope to get and hold, all the Power 
and Authority which is the Kings : and ſo we finde it,Mat.21. 

This is the Heir, let us kill bim, and let us ſeize on bis Tnberi= 
tance. Saint Luke hath it, That the Inheritance (fiat ) may become 
eurs : which Saint Mark exprefleth by erit, and then certainly it 
ſpall. and will be ours ; none when he is dead can keep us from

But ſomehappily wil eel! mein all this that there was nothing but 
a lowly ſubmithor to-Providence , nay fuxther , to the determinate 
counſell of God; for fo it was in this ſpeciall caſe , as ic is «xpreſt 
by Saint Peter, Aﬀt.4-27,28. Pilate and the people of Iſrael did whatſoever the 
hand and counſell of God had determined before to be done : But I muſt deſire 
ſuch to conſider (1_) that it was done by Gods counſell, and therefore 
that was ſecret, and/not knowne to them ': and therefore could not 
be pleaded for, or by them; (2) though the Text ſaith, God had deter- 
mined it to be done, yet it ſaith not (at caſt not explicitly) thar it was 
determined to be done by them ; and therefore if the counſell had been 
revealed to them, yet theſe could not plead their indemnity unleſle ic 
'had been made known , that they ſhould have been the Afors-; 
(3)though Gods counſell and determination were moſt juſt, yet they 
moſt uninft in doing all withont lawfull and ſufficient Authority:: 
(4) Had they knowne Gods minde,and that his minde hadbeen,that 
they ſhould have been the Actors, yet Gods end being in all this, ſalus 
popul'the ſalvation of all people; and theirend, ambition, malice, 
rapine; Gods rrovidence and counſell cannot at all juſtifie them, but 
their owne deeds, and conſciences (if they have any). muſt and will 

condemne them. 

And the oy execution after the ſentence, cannot but aggravate 
the acinou ſneſfe of thefatt; for it is faid, P/al.14:6; (and ſome think 
-Prophetically of this) Their feet were ſwift to ſhed blood; tor, all was en- 
ded in few dayes, and as moſtly all bloody afts are ſpeedy ( for, who 
thirſts for blood, as others for drinke, are never at reſttill they have 
- it) ſo by the ſpeedineſle of ſo bloody an execution, you may judge of 

the unnaturall thirſt andunſatiable deſire they had to his blood. 
But they having this in defigne before,and having for ſome yeares 
' been working to this end, it may be marvailed, why before this, they 
ye | | had 


had not executed their intention ; vr why they deferrediit ſo; long, 
ſeeing delay might have fruſtrated all their plots and endeavours : 
Ando this you muſt kgow, that in their putting theexecution off to 
this time, there was neither wit wanting , nor will.on their part to 
have done jt ſooner: forthe People loved bim, and Luke 22.2,1they feared 
tbePeople:but more eſpecially you muſt conſider, that it could not be 
fafcly and cunningly done,untill upon ſuch an occaſion as then they 
tooke , when all of them were drawn up to. Zeruſalem the great City. 
Laſtly , till then there were ſome FaQtions.and opp onion betwixc 
Pilate the Governour or chiefeCommander for the Roman Conque- 
ror,and betwixt Herod the chiefe Ruler of the Jews; and till this were 
either compoſed or deaded , it had not been ſafe to have put this de. 
ſigne in execution; whereas how this being done, this becomes theic 
time for doing that , which long before they had deſigned » ſtudied, 
and laboured to bring it to paſle. NG | 

And this generall time being come, it alſo ſeemed good to the 

Holy Ghoſt to ſpecihe the more ſpeciall time , when this execution 
was, namely, on the Eve to the F Fa (or Holy-day) and on that day 
for two reaſons : The one expre yo.b 8.28, leſt they ſhould be defiled. 
O helliſh Saints ! they feare not the ſhedding innocent blood , and 
that of the Lords Anointed; but oy tear to do it on their Holy-day: 
2, Not on the Feaſt , for this being a day put apart for a holy meeting, 
and all at liberty to goe abroad, under colour (atleaſt) of going to 
the Temple; there might on that have happened ſome reſiſtance; and 
ſo Saint Matthew hath expreſt ic, Met.26.5.

And the Evangelifſts have not omitted to record to Poſterity the 
moſt ſpeciall time of the.day, as well as of the day itſelfe; and that 
time Gich one, Mark,15.25.was the third boxre, which Saint L he , and 
Saint Jobnſay,was about the ſixt bourez and yer S.MarkeI$.

Amd:yet afrer this expedient thus declared, I would they had lifined 
to Pilate, who though a Heathen, anda corcupt. Judge; yet hearing 
them ſo hercely crying out to crucifie their King, aſt»nithed (as it were) 
at ſuch an unheard of execrable voice,asks,what?is it poilible that you 
would Ihonld crucifie your King ? asif he had ſaid, O ye Jewes! doe 
ye belceve or acknowledge a God? 'or nature? or reaſon? or have you 
any Law? orReligion? and: will ye contrary to all theſe put your 
King to death? why your God, your Religion , your Law, your 
owne reaſon ; yea, and al} people be they never ſo Heatheniſh , will 
condemne you for this, but in diſpite as it were, of all Reaſon, 
Law,Religion,Nature,or God himfelte,they will ki bim their King. 

And yet Pilate will not leave them ſo;theretare,as hoping to bring 
them to heare ſome reaſon, and to be moved to ſome compaſſion, hee 
brings Cb:forth unto them, 8: beſpeaks them thus, Ecce homo, Joh.19 5. 
bchold, he is a man deſticute of helpe, (kamefully, and unjuſtly aſed, 
man hath bowells, Oye aye ! thcrefore for humanity ſake, pity 
hinz as a man : Apaine,when he asks, ſhall I crucifie your King? Fob.19 15. 
he-ſets him now before them as a King, and from hence ſeems to 
reaſon thus. You hold in your Religion, that your God ordaines 
Kings; for Gods ſake therefore behold and pity him as a King, Nay, 
yet more, he is your King : yours divers wates , by deſcent of the line 
of K. David; yours for you, and your good; for, he lived, and dyes in 
defence of your Lawes ; for your owne ſakes therefore , ifnot for 
Gods or humanity, pity him as your King : But that which might 
have moved Devils, for they rage not againſt their owne Prince,be he 
never ſo great a Devill, yet prevailes not with theſe who are worſe 
then devills; and therefore by how nach the more his vertne and 
#00dnefle plead'for him ,..bz ſo much the more they are incenſed a- 
gainſt him; ſo that nothing will ſatisfie theſe rarenous Beaſts bat his 
bloud, and therefore they will kill him. 

Onee more, give me leave to plead for him the King,from his owne

Bat when this King perceived and ſaw that all their drift was to get 
bis inberitance,had it not bia better for him,and his people to havepar» 
ted with that then thus to loſe his life?no,this King inſpired trom a- 
:bove knew well what he did, when he thus ſuffered; foryin it he hath 
retigs & declared himſelt to be a King, a jult King; a magnanimous . 
ing,a religious King,and a right good Shepheard,who layeth dowe bis 
life for bis flock, and will not deſtroy them by ſaving his.-own lite; and 
therefore he reſolves,rather then I wil betray the rights of the crown 
the Laws and Liberties of the people, let them h;l/ me.

cher him their King : O infandum ſcelus!. cogitanda, non dicenda, we cah- 
not expreſs the heinouſneſs of the faft,but theyare to be laidup inthe 
cloſets of our breſts,&we are to remember,and in after better times to 
think on all that hath been done in order to this killing bim the King, 

An Engliſh Chronologer(Speed)(in the lite of Henry the 3.) faith, 
they that kill a chriſtian King,commit a four-fold-murder : 1.

Iy the Jews reply unto Nicodemns, art thou of Galilee ? Art thou. one 
of the pack? if we find it fo look te your felfe, for all that adhere to 
him (#be King Jor to the Goſpel of peace; felt or laſt, ſhall ſuffer for, 
or with him. Ol more then devilith ewes! Ye fee, and obſerve the 
wonderfull wiſdome and jaſtice of God, who in this, as itt other 
[ wicked plots,turns the poitit npon the finners,and wounds them with 

their ownweapons; forgnothing did or could advantage the propaga- 
tion and growth of Ch:the Kings moſt glorious name more ther their 
forcible ſuppreſſion of it. S. Zyke having finiſhed the Goſpel or 
Chronicle of Ch:the King,ſaith,c.2 4-46. ſo it behoved Chriſt to [affer:and 
if you ask why ſo?5 Becauſe it was foretold, Mat.21.2.As S.Paulfpeaks 
I Cor.11. 19. it behoved that the herefies, rebellions, and wicked- 
nefſes might be made manifeſt. 3, That for this wicked at God may 
Jet the Jews, as the whole world ſee, that he had juſt cauſe to deſtroy 
them,as ic is threatned, Aﬀat. 21. 39. And 4.that Ch. the King may 
riſe again and reign in everlaſting glory with his Father in Heaven,as 
it followes in the words after my Text. 

And now they have made an end of him,I wonld gladly end here; 
but not ending all in killing him, they make me to follow them, and 
to obſerve that in killing him-they intend to kill morethen him,and 
herein to imitate the ſavage Tartars,who when their great Cham dies, 
they caſt many of his deareſt friends into the grave after him:&ſothis 
iffae here of his (the Kings)blood is not ſtinched'in the bloud of hine 
atone.I prayremember his words,thoagh in a parable, Mat:21.when he 
fpealting of this a& of the Fewes, he ſaith,theſe Tews wil hive the inberi- 
fance,and their meanes to have and hold'it, is,by killing the Heir;fo that. 
as long as there-is an Heir; the Iews voice is,as there, Hic Heres eft, this 
is the beir, Come, let us kill bim, that the inheritance may be ours. 

And this very thing Cb: the King forefaw, and foretold not leng 
before his death, when he ſaid, Mat. 23.34. Behold, I ſend anto you Pro- 
phets and Wiſemen, and ſome of them! ye (hall kit, and ſome ye fbull perſetute- 
from City to City: arid this Ch: the King _ not onely: by CITE

phetick ſpirit, but out of ahe conſiderations of their former aRions, for 
Lazarui thie NoBle- man, Jobs 12. who adhered to Ch: him they ſought to 
ut to death,even in Chriſts life time; and therefore now let all his friends 
and followers look to themſelves; for,when they have digged up the root 
they will not leave a branch, not a bough, not a. prop.that ſapported ej= 
ther;- Peter being but ſuſpeRed-by-a,Wenchro have beene a Bile of 
Ck:nay,But to have been in his company had he not denied it,he had paid 
dearly for it, had he eſcaped his life :- and none can expeR-better, now 
they h iY- killed Ch:che King, S. Bapl ſaid of Herod y T0091 O82[n:X =_ T9 46 
Gus, His meat Was the fl:ſh, and his drinke was the blood of men;and as it it

blood of Saints, men holy inlife,and Martyrs, Witneſles of Gods truth, 
It is recorded Mar, 13.8. that theſe Traytors killed him and caft him 
feiribof the Vie &rd ; whereas had.they firſt; ejcCed and caft him forth by, 
their Liw, their fin had been the leſle 2; but firſt to kill bimyand thatupon 
his ewn ground, (bis owre /imcard). and then after that.to caſt him ont 
and declare again{t him, and his.cicle for ever, thereby to take and hold 
the inhericance to themſelves, is but to lay the foundation of ;their Babe!

And ſhould not-this move a Jew ro tremble and repent? it had this 04 
peration,by the mercy of God on many of them, as 1t appears, AQ.2.37, 
for'ihey hearing St. Petey to open their ſin, 'they were pricked in tl eir heargy, 
and {ajd,what ſhall we do? that is to be ſaved; to which the Apoſtle applies 
a-double.counſell : the firſt v.38, yepent : and the ſecond, v.40, [ave your

done to the Anointed of the Lord Ch:the King, the leaſt that ye can doe, 
and to this 1 muſt exhort you is, eo ſmite your breaſts ; and yet as Ch: him- 
ſelves taught, Lu. 23 48,/cep nat for m2, but weep for your ſelves: fo beate 
not your breſts for me, . but beate them,” and repent you of your ſinnes 
committed againſt heaven and me, which were the caaſe of my death,nand 
wil be your deſtruction if in time you repent not, 

And W:ep net, beate not your breaſts for me ; for,it is Come to Paſle,av 
in the words following the text it was prophefied, He ſhall riſe again,2 He 
ſhall aſſend, and for an earthly ignominious Crowryhe ſhal receive an hea 
venly glotious one. 3. And throughout the world where th2 Goſp. ll is 
preached, and further this (hall be ſpread, which hath been done by the 
Jewes to Ch.the King, 

And thus the Tragicall As being ende1 on the Sufferers fide ; the 
ARors thereof are,now to be made Sufferers in another Tragedy;for the 
Tragedy-<nds not in the blooJ of -Him gn the Text, Ch: the King : but cals 
for þlood, more blood, the blood of theſe Jewes : for, if the blood of 4- 
bel, which livinz arid animated could not ſpeake,yet being wickedly ſhed: 
receives a yoice to be heard as high as Heaven: then much more this bloed 
of Ch:.the King ;: the Text ſpeaks it, Mat. 21.41. God will miſerably de- 
froy'them, and will let out bis Vineyard t6 others, 

In this Tragedy there are but two Ats; 1. Amaia. 2. Ex Jowntha; 
which is ſet down, Mat.21.40. but in them a deltru&ion threatned, be 
will deſtroy : 1, Perſonally, them: 2. Nationally their Vineyard , or 
Church : 3. Both totally, not by letting the Vineyard or People out 
for a time, but by alienating or giving utterly away them, andit, 
aur; to others,(that is) Aliens, or Strangers, 

Neither was this long in a&ing,for 74das the archTraytor,cither be- 
fore,or ſoon After the dzath of his Maſter, whom he had berrated bang- 
ed bimſelf:and ſo payed himſelf his own wages,& that without al pity 
or regard of thoſe Jews for whoſe ſake he betrayed his Lord;for,they: . 
faid., what # that to us? Mat.7.4. or what care we, go and be hang. 
2:Pilatethe Judge not long after the execution of Chriſt, whom he 
ſentenced, was put out of his pJace, was exiled his Country,andkilled 
himſelf,3.Caiapbas and Herod died through mifery or violence.4.Many 
of the Jews, who were alive at that time of Chrifts ſuffering, lived to 
ſee the great City Jerxſalem deſtroyed, 1100coo. atleaſt, of their 
Country-men taughrered, and al] the reſt of them either to be capti- 
vated by their Enemies , or to be ſcattered over the face of the earth, 
and to this day to liveas Vagabonds , odious to all, and pitied of

none, Andlaftly, fo it cameto paſſe, that as ſeverall Fationscon- 
ſpired together to kill Ch: the King; ſo it pleaſed God to blinde theſe 
Jews at the time of the Roman Seige, that the one part of them were 
zealous for the Temple, the Church -; another part who cared not 
much for the Church , yet were willing to have a good peace on rea- 
ſonable tearms : but the thicd part, who were all for robbing, ſpoy- 
ling, killing, and therefore regarding neither Church nor State, put 
all in ſuch a confuſion and combuſtion , that the Romans became 
Conquerours more by the Jews diviſions,then their own Arms. 

And laſtly, whereas theſe Jews pretended three ſpeciall cauſes why 
they would put Ch: the King to death; x. Leſt by his life the Romans 
ſhould invade and change their Laws, 2.Leſt their Nation ſhould pe- 
rilh. 3. Left the people ſhould believe and follow him : All theſe 
pretended feares,as leading cauſes to his death,are by Gods righteous 
judgement, ſoon after, brought upon them; for the conquering Ro- 
mans did invade and change their Law. 2. Did deſtroy City and 
Country. 3. And the People far and near, both of Iewsand Gentiles 

have believed on , and followed this Chriſt the Crucitied King, And 
thus oftentimes' God croiſeth mans policy , turning the dg and 
int of his owne weapons. upon himfelfe 3 we have found it ſo done 
to the Brethren of Foſeph to Pharaoh , to Achitopbel, to Jeroboam, and 
thouſands more : and here faith the Iew , It is expedient that eur King 
dye leſt the Nation periſh ; and God ſaith, the Nation ſbal/ periſh becauſe yee 
bave wickedly murdered your King. 
And thus we ſee God to be an upright Iudge in the execution of his 
owne ancient Law given,Gen.g,6, Who ſo ſbeddeth mans blood, by man hall 
his bleed be ſhed. 2. A fſtci& Detender of his inherent prerogative, as it 
is written,vengeance is mine. 3. A faithfull performer ofhhis covenan- 
ted promitſe, [ will revenge ſaith the LordRom. 1 2.19.we read As 5.11. 
that, upon the judgement executed on Axaxias and Sapbira, the Texc 
faith, and great feare came npon all the Church,and upon as many as beard theſe 
things; and I pray God the like feare may touch our hearts, and work 
in them a timely and hearty repentance, that God in his mercy may 
avert all judgements which detervedly are threatned to fall upon us, 
and this Land; and this let us humbly beſeech God to grant, for the 
paſſion and mediation of his onely Son, and our alone Lord and Sa- 
viour Chriſt leſus. | + |
